' beate down every sprout of Bpiscopa- 
ue" that they frowned down any at- 
tempt at celebrating a holiday that had 
bee;: countenanced by che Church, of 
England. So we ha\e the account of 
that famous first Christmas 
when 


they ail went ashore from the May- 
flover, "some to saw, some to Tine, 
and f,ome to carry, so no man rested all 
that day."

mas was born the Pilgrim Thanksgiv- 
ii.g. In the first Thanksgiving celebra- 
tion at Plymouth the domestic hospi- 
tality which has since marked the day 
was displayed by inviting in Chief Mas- 
sasoit and some !)0 of his men, whore, 
the Pilgrims entertained and feasted.

towns. The list just out contains the 
names of subscribers at Granville, 
Johnstown, Croton, Utica, Homer, Pa- 
taskala, Hebron, Jersey, Thornville 
and the "Farmers' Lines," besides a 
list of the U2 Licking county toll sta- 
tions.
